As the cabinet had failed to rcun- a 
majority of the whole house- It made 
overtures lo the Agrarians, whose sup¬ 
port was secured for the |*usslng of 
the budget, the only business of the 
present session. 

There was a total absence of display 
at the ceremony, the state carriage* 
were not employed,.and there was no 
escort. Uniforms and full dress were 
dispensed with. At 11.20 a. m. King 
Ferdinand, accompanied by hi& queen 
and the Princ* Boris and Cyril- entered 
the chamber amid cheers. Aa the 
royal party entered one Socialist 
deputy shouted “Down with monarchy, 
long live the repuldle." and as the king 
began to rend the si>eech from the 
throne another Socialist member In¬ 
terrupted with similar cries, declaring 
that 60.000 i»f the son-* of Bulgaria had 
been sacrificed to the grandeur of the 
monarchy. The 8*»oialist» then left the 
chamber in a body. His majesty, who 
retained Ills composure, proceeded to 
read his speech in a firm voice, and 
then with the queen and prince* left 
the chamber between bowing deputies 
on both sides. The Agrarians remain¬ 
ed standing as the royal party with¬ 
drew-. but failed to return the royal 
aalute. 

The crowd of spectatora both within 
and without the chamber maintained 
a respectful demeanor.
